Mr. Justice Johnston, in the eourse of his | 


judgment, said that the case of Ellen Mahony 
eame before him on an application the 
County Council of Tipperary under Section 66 
(1) of the National Insurance Act, 1911, and 
Section 10 at the Netens Health Insur- 
ance Act, , by way of appeal from a 
decision of the Irish Insurance Comm.ssion, 
that the employment by the County Council 
of Mrs. Ellen Mahony was sag B8 Sc 
within the meaning of the National Health 
Insurance Acts. n thé 13th March, 1924, 
the County Council of County Tipperary 
(North Riding) adopted a sclieme for the 
maintenance of the county roads by direct 
labour. The scheme was approved ‘by the 
Minister for Local Govérnment. Ellen 
Mahony was engaged by the road steward, 
or Assistant County Surveyor of the County 
Council to cart stones and other matérial for 
repairing the roads, the duties being to britig 
the material to and from the roads as 
directed. There was no written engagement. 
but Mrs. Mahony worked under the conii- 
tions set out. in a document entitled '' Cr o 
tions for employment on contract work. She 
supplied the horse and cart, and man to take 
charge of the horse and cárt. The work was 
supervised by the road steward or ganger, 
who directed the man in charge of the horse 
and cart where to take the material and 
where to put it. Mrs. Mahony gave no 
ersonal service, but sént a man with the 
iorse and cart. The County Surveyor could 
terminate the engagement if the work was 
not done in accordance with the condition. 

Having referred to the conditions contained 
in the decument entitled “ Conditions for 
employment on contract work,” Mr, Justice 
Johnston said that in the agreed state of 
facts which he had mentioned, he was asked 
to hold that. Ellen Mahony was an instrable 
person within the meaning of Section 1 of 
the Act of 1911, as oe a person employed 
within the meaning of that part of the Act. 
Employment was the first test as to insur- 
ability specified by Section 1 and the other 
previsions of the Aet, particularly Sections 11 
(1), 47, 50, 63, 79, and 81 (3) (4). In his 
opinion, Ellen Mahony merely contracted to 
supply for the work that was to be done by 
the County Council. No doubt, her contract 
was one for the supply of services for the 
Council, but she entered into no contract of 
service with that body, and she was not 
not é@ngaged in any ‘‘ employment under ”’ 
that body. There was no evidence before 
him on which it could be decided that Ellen 
Mahony was an employé of the County 
Council, and therefore he must declare that 
she was not an insurable person within the 
meaning of the National Insurance Acts. 

The facts in the case of Ellen Boyle were 
exactly the same as those in Ellen Mahony 's 
case, and he made a similar declaration in it. 

In the case of Michael Cooney, there was 
no evidence before him that this man was 
in the employment of the County Council 
within the meaning of the National Health 
Insurance Acts, and he must make a similar 
declaration to that in Ellen Mahony’s case. 

In regard to the case of Daniel Ryan. who 
was éngaged to cart stones and other 
materials for repairing roads, Mr. Justice 
Johnston said that the contract of the County 
Council with Ryan was, both in form and 
substance, that of an independent contractor. 
It was true that Ryan did soffie work himself, 
but he was under no obligation to have done 
so. In the present case the document which 
was called ‘‘ Conditions for employment on 
contract work,” was, in its terms a specifica- 
tion of contract work, and was in no sense 
a statement of conditions of service. He must, 
therefore, declare that Ryan was not insur- 
able by the County Council. There would be 
a similar decision in Rody Dalton’s case and 
in Michael Meehan’s case. 

John Toohey had been employed for seven- 
teen years as a stone-breaker, and he was 
paid at a certain rate per ton of broken 
stones. He could come and go as he liked. 
His lordship said that he thotight that this 
was a case of ‘‘employmént under’’ the 
Council by way of a piecéwork arrangement, 
and that the decision of the Insurance Com- 
missioners that Toohey was an insurable 
person must be upheld. He made a similar 
declaration in the case of Matthew Gleesén. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. John L. 
Esmonde (instructed by Mr. Patrick 
MacGrath, Nenagh) appeared for the County 
Council. appellants; and Mr, Bewley, K.C., 
and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) for the Insurance Commis- 
sioners, respondents.

The owner denied that notice of this assign- 
ment and sub-division was given to him until 
1917, and said that neither O’Brien nor his 
assignees, including the applicant, O'Reilly, 
ever paid him any rent in respect of this 
piece of land. 

Mr. Roe (instructed by Mr. D. P. O'Connor, 
Naas), for the applicant, argued that his 
client was in occupation of an agricultural 
holding which for over thirty years had been 
used for agricultural purposes under the lease 
of the 24th November, 1855. and subject to 
the apportioned rent of £12 thereon, and 
that the affidavit filed by Colonel de Burgh, 
while showing that there was a cértdin pos- 
sibility of the utilisation of this land for 
building sites, did not show that the pro- 
bability was very imminent. 

Mr. Hubert Hamilton, R.C. (instructed by 
Mr. W. A. Lanphier), for Colonel de Burgh, 
submitted that the Land Commission had no 
power to take a piece of leasehold premises 
and declare that it was held within the Land 
Act of 1923, and he reliéd on Colonel de

BREAKING WITH THE

An important statement concerning Belfast's 
war memorial,the ‘‘ Garden of Remembrance,”’ 
was made in the Council Chamber yesterday 
by Alderman J. Barton in moving the adop- 
tion of the minutes of the Improvement Com- 
mittee, of which he is Chairman. 

The Alderman said that the Committee 
recommended the Council to take an im- 
portant step in connection with the Garden 
of Remembrance and the rearrangement ol 
the City Hall grounds, ‘Ine work, whicn 
had been in progress for a considerabie time, 
had been at a standstill for some time past, 
owing largely to the coal strike, for which 
delay no person could be held responsible. 
On the termination ofethe strike, however, 
the Committee urged the architect to have 
the work proceeded with, but were met by a 
demand made by him that the Corporation 
should enter into a contract under seal, and 
a refusal to proceed further until such con- 
tract was executed. 

The desire of the Committee had been and 
was to have the work completed as quickly 
as possible; and, in view. of the differences 
which had arisen at the termination of the 
long correspondence between the parties, the 
Committee felt that the negotiation of a 
sealed contract at that stage of the work 
would still further postpone its completion. 
The architect had proceeded with the super- 
vision of the work, which had been carried 
out in accordance with his design, and had 
been paid in full all fees payable to him for 
such design and for such supervision up to 
date, and all that had been done without any 
sealed contract. 

COMMITTEE'S VIEW. 

The Committee were willing that the work 
Should be proceeded with, and that such 
points of difference as had arisen between 
them and the architect on the subject of re- 
muneration should be settled on the termina-

which were necessary to enable all the un- 
completed work for which he had been en- 
gaged to proceed before 18th January, 1927, 
they would consider his failure to do so a 
breach of his engagement, and would take 
such steps as they might be advised to take 
in the matter.

ARCHITECTS, 


Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen has been coaxed 
out of his retirement once more to delight a 
Dublin audience with one of those humorous 
litte talks on art matters that were so sought 
after when he and the late Percy French used 
to go together many years ago. 

is coming back after a quarter of a cen- 
tury is to be credited to the Architectural 
Association of Ireland, in whose rooms at 8 
Merrion squate, Dublin, last night, he gave 
what was officially described as a discourse 
on sketching. The place was packed, mostly 
with architectural students, one of whom was 
a girl. The artist-humorist’s vein of whimsi- 
catity -half fun, yet all sound art sense—has 
not petered out for want of working, for this 
new generation of hearers chuckled as did 
their predecessors among Mr. Orpen’s ad- 
mirers thirty years ago. His occasional “ But 
your're tired of all this!” drew always the 
same comment—a long-drawn-out and happy 
ss No-o-oh,’”’ i 

The evening started guite seriously with 
an address by the President of the Associa- 
tron; Mr. W. Sedgwick Keatinge, M.R.I.A.1., 
L.R.L.B.A., demonstrating the ‘* measuring 
point ” system of spectives in architec- 
tural work, He illustrated the system’s 
‘laims to be more rapid than that in vogue 
in architects’ offices. For students who wished 
to learn sketching he advised the making in 
the office of from fifty to one hundred 
pei spective. 

“LIKE RIP VAN WINKLE,” 

Mr. Orpen also started quite seriously by 
stating that he felt like Rip Van Winkle, for 
the system of perspectives explained by 
the President, was what he had been taught 
at school forty years ago, and he always 
hated it. He felt very glad to be in a 
crowd of students again, but he hoped that 
none of them would get up, as the. late 
Charlie McLaughlin once did, in proposing a 
vote of thanks to him, and say that his 
lecture was as good as a visit to the 
pantomime. 

For a second or two Mr. Orpen’ was 
reminiscent. He told that in the year 1880 
he got the medal for drawing in the 
Senior Grade Intermediate Examination, 
while his brother got first in Ireland in draw. 
ing in the Middle Grade. His brother was 
wiser than himself, for he gave up art for the 
more lucrative occupation of drawing costs. 

Sketching was largely a matter of observa- 
tion. The work of many modern painters 
contained its own evidence of neglect of 
drawing. The Punch drawings always came 
very near perfection in perspective. That 
was because the artists could draw from 
life. Sketching was a serious thing, to be 
treated with care, not something to fill in 
an idle half-hour, as was the conception of 
that form of art in the Victorian rw He 
had spent hours walking round a field look 
ing for a subject to sketch, and had had to 
give up in despair. There was no use in 
attempting a sketch until one had got the 
subject that attracted one. i 

The test of a subject for the artist was 
whether or not it amused him. Amuse, 
from its derivation, meant to occupy the 
thoughts, to excite the imagination, to cause 
to muse or think. If a subject was not 
amusing it could not be treated artistically. 
Time after time he tried to sketch Cork 
Castle, but could not do it, because he could 
never get a point of view. It was so placed 
that it could not amuse an artist, but he had 
seen many pictures of it—painted from 
imagination. 

He next gave actual illustrations of the 
pleasures and pains of the composition of a 
picture. Using the chalk with both 
hands, he showed the difficulties of composing

SIR BRUMWELL THOMAS'S LETTER. 

The Alderman added that at a meeting of 
the committee that morning the Town Clerk 
presented a letter from Sir Brumwell Thomas, 
which he desired read. The letter was ;— 

‘*T had occasion to be in Belfast at the end 
of last. week, after an interval of ten months, 
to attend a meeting at the Ministry of Finance

In 
fact, the entire work is within six or eight 
weeks of completion, and the only question 
affecting this contract to which Messrs. Camp. 
bell require an answer is in reference to the 
flagged paths to the gardens, the particulars 
of which cannot be settled until the gardening 
lay-out is decided. 

‘* Except for this, the whole of the draw- 
ings and instructions necessary for the ccm- 

letion of the work were settled and given to 

essrs. Campbell at the time the work was 
commenced, and if there has been any delay 
since the final decision of the Council on the 
matter in July, 1925, its explanation lies with 
the contractors, who claim that there has 
been great difficulty in obtaining the large 
stones necessary for this work, and that 
during the coal strike it was impossible to 
obtain any stone at all from the quarries. 

THE GARDENING SCHEME. 

‘<The entire work has occupied two years 
and eight months, the first year and tw 
months being occupied in obtaining the 
sanction of the Council and all the prelimi- 
naries necessary to the carrying out of the 
work. The justification for the eighteen 
months occupied in carrying out the work lies 
with the contractors, and appears to be due 
to difficulty in obtaining stone.

Captain McCombie, in describing Mr. Hall's 
action, said thataresident named Deane was 
bathing in August last, when he got 1@to 
ditficulties, owing to his being an indifferent 
swimmer, and sank twice. He was rescued 
by Mr. Hall and taken to St. Michael's 
Hospital, where he was detained three days. 

Mr. Deane came forward, and, shaking 
hands with Mr. Hall, thanked him for his 
action. 

Captain McCombie said that in the other 
case Mr. Frank Murphy was swimming im 
the baths when some commotion and alarm 
drew his attention to a place known as the 
Bugz Rock, Swimming a considerable distance, 
Mr. Murphy arrived at the place to find that 
several people had been trying to rescue a 
man who lay unconscious at the bottom of 
seven feet of water... He had been down two 
minutes when Mr. “Murphy dived and suc- 
ceeded in bringing him to the surface. 

Captain McCombie said that he would like 
ta take the opportunity of stating that the 
Royal Humane Society did not make monetary 
awards, and sometimes it happened that per- 
sons performing such brave actions were dis- 
appointed in only receiving testimonials or 
medals. There were cases in which it would 
be proper that application should be made to 
the Carnegie Hero Trust Fund.

Critical Days in China. 


According to a Reuter telegram from 
Hankow, Mr. Eugene Chen has broken off 
his negotiations with Mr. Owen O’Malley, 
the envoy of the British Government, on 
the ground that he can sign no agreement 
while British troops are being hurried to 
Shanghai. As we write official confirma- 
tion of this report is lacking; but there 
seems to be little doubt that matters in 
Hankow are in a very delicate state, and 
the immediate outlook is uncertain. 
Britain’s cards have been laid on the 
table. Sir Austen Chamberlain has de- 


fined the policy of His Majesty’s Govern- 


ment, and, by conceding in advance 
virtually the entire Nationalist claim, has 
left the Bolshevist agitators without a 
single argument in support of their anti- 
British propaganda. Nevertheless, the 
situation is most unsatisfactory. The 
Peking Government, in spite of the fact 
that Sir Austen Chamberlain was careful 
to include it in his offer, apparently 
resents Mr, O’Malley’s meetings with Mr. 
Eugene Chen, assuming the attitude that 
it alone has the right to negotiate on 
behalf of the Chinese people. In a Note 
to the British Government Mr. Wellington 
Koo, the Peking Foreign Secretary, de- 


mands the withdrawal of all Britain’s 


| troops which have been despatched to 


China, and makes the definite threat that, 
if the Shanghai Defence Force is not 
brought back to England, “ unforeseen 
complications’’ may arise for which the 
Northern Government will take no re- 
sponsibility. In the meanwhile the Peking 
authorities have dismissed Sir Francis 
Aglen, the Inspector-General of the 
Chinese Customs Administration, as a 
result of his refusal to collect the so-called 
Washington surtaxes without the sanction 
of the several treaty Powers. Taken in 
conjunction with Mr. Wellington Koo's 
letter, this act must be regarded as a 
further attempt to embarrass the British 
Government. 

The military situation is bewildering. 
Chang Tso-lin, who is in supreme com- 
mand in the Peking area, has made an 
alliance with Wu Pei-fu, of whom he has 
been alternately the friend and the enemy 
for several years. Wu has consented to 
the drafting of a large contingent of 
Manchurian troops into the province of 
Honan; whither Chang has sent one of 
his generals to co-operate with him; and 
the immediate aim of the allies is to crush 
the army of Feng Yu-hsiang, the alleged 
“Christian” general, whose position 
vis-a-vis the warring parties is somewhat 
obscure. At present he seems to hold a 
kind of roving commission, fighting now 
against this side and now against that. 
Nobody trusts him; and the Northern 
allies will not tackle their Cantonese rivals 
until they. have disposed of him and his 
marauding followers. In the Shanghai 
district Sun Chuan-fang is making frantic 
preparations for the big battle which must 
be fought before the Cantonese troops 
can claim to command the Yangtse valley. 
He appears to be a good soldier, and, if 
the two Northern generals combine with 
him, matters are likely to go badly for 
the Kuomintang. The great difficulty at 
present is that everybody is waiting to 
see how the cat will jump. Mr. Eugene 
Chen is the brain-carrier of the Chinese 
Nationalist movement. -With the aid of 
his Russian friends he has established a 
far-reaching net-work of intrigue through- 
out China; and his propaganda has been 
so successful that. none of the Northern 
generals can be quite certain of the loyalty 
either of his own followers or of his 
colleagues. Mr. Chen appears to be bank- 
ing on the chances of a Sino-British 
conflict in Shanghai, in which event he 
would be able to rally all the rival 
factions in China round the banner of the 
Kuomintang. His plans were foiled at 
Hankow by the imperturbability of a 


small force of British marines, and every 


friend of peace must pray that they also 
will be foiled at Shanghai. | 

The Shanghai Defence Force will not 
reach its destination for another month, 
and in the meanwhile much-can be done 
to bring about a settlement. Nobody in 
Britain wants trouble in China; but 
certain facts require to be made clear. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain’s recent speech 
was a model of diplomatic correctness. The

obviously, they must acquiesce in the new 


régime if, and when, it has been accepted 


by China. Extra-territoriality will virtually 
disappear. The Chinese will have the fullest 
fiscal autonomy ; they will participate in 
the control of all the former Concessions— 
at any rate, so far as Britain is con- 
cerned—and the jurisdiction of the 
Consular Courts will be abolished by 
degrees. What more could the most rabid 
Nationalist demand? Some of the foreign 
residents in China are much perturbed as 
a result of the British offer, declaring that 
the voluntary abrogation of treaty rights 
will injure their interests considerably. 
Clearly, it would be little short of lunacy 
to hand over many thousands of foreign 
subjects to the tender mercies of China as 
it exists to-day. There is no real Govern- 
ment in the country. Civil war has become 
chronic, Security for life or property has 
ceased to exist outside the foreign Con- 
cessions, and even in them, if Mr. Chen 
has his way, it will cease to exist before 
long. The establishment of a responsible 
Government in China is an essential condi- 
tion of permanent settlement. While the 
present state of internal chaos continues 
the task of the peace-makers will be ex- 
tremely difficult. 


Ireland’s Economic Outlook. 


Writing on ‘“‘Ireland’s Economic Out- 
look,” in Foreign Affairs, an American 
review, Sir Horace Plunkett describes the 
political. reconstruction of Ireland since 
the Great War as framed in an “ extra- 
ordinary form.” He laments the division 
of what hitherto had been regarded as one 
country into two, divided by a ‘‘ most 
unnatural political and fiscal barrier.’ 
Facing the economic problems of the day, 
Northern Ireland has a task that differs in 
kind from that of the Free State. Northern 
Ireland requires not only to create new 
industries, Sir Horace Plunkett observes, 
but to safeguard those that exist already. 
Shipbuilding has suffered by the ravages 
of reaction since the war; for the “ luxury 
liner’? in which Belfast specialised no 
longer is demanded. Linen manufacture 
has suffered even more severely. Raw 
material has become extortionately dear; 
depreciated exchanges have enabled Conti- 
nental rivals to undersell the Ulster manu- 
facturer; and the market in America— 
which formerly took half the Belfast out- 
put—has shrunk through a revolution in 
domestic habits. ‘‘ It may be questioned,’’ 
Sir Horace Plunkett observes, ‘‘ whether 
the Six Counties can attain permanent 
prosperity without free access for their 
manufactures and imports to the con- 
sumers of the twenty-six counties.’’ 
Belfast industry, always keenly competi- 
tive, has availed itself of the deposits in 
the banks of the Southern peasantry, so 
that Northern industry and Southern agri- 
culture hitherto have been linked by a 
common financial interest. Sir Horace 
Plunkett, therefore, is “ firmly convinced 
that the economic future of Ireland cannot 
be assured until there is active co-opera- 
tion, and something very like fusion as 
well, between the Free State and Northern 
Ireland.” 

The problem, “Will the Free State 
make good?” then arises. Sir Horace 
Plunkett adduces reasons for hopeful- 
ness. Sober and wise measures have 
put Free State agriculture in the way of 
recovery—and, since Sir Horace Plunkett 
wrote, fresh measures fo: the development 
of mixed farming on a co-operative basis 
have been announced. With the Free 
State Government’s tariff policy Sir 
Horace Plunkett is in disagreement. He 
attributes to it the setting up of eighty 
new factories, but he quotes with approval 
an admission of President Cosgrave that 
the return in increased employment had 
been disproportionately small. He attri- 
butes the failure of protected industries 
to progress on a considerable scale to ‘‘ the 
practical impossibility of securing an 
adequate supply of skilled operatives.”’ 
He regards the Shannon hydro-electric 
scheme as a bold and promising attempt 
to correct Ireland’s lack of cheap and 
abundant power, and he says that ‘‘ Conti- 
nental groups are already making 
approaches with the object of organising 
the rural industries which they calculate 
will come into existence once a supply of 
cheap electricity is available.’’ Foreign 
industrialists, he says, moved by Italy’s 
success in the use of electric. power in 
manufacturing silk yarn, are hopeful of 
establishing similar enterprises in Ireland, 
with the workers lately trained in woollen 
industries as their human material. The 
helpful attitude of the Free State labour 
leaders in the encouragement of the beet- 
sugar industry provides further cause for 
confidence in the Free State’s “ making 
good.” If Sir Horace Plunkett is right 
in his optimism, ought we not to look less 
for foreign enterprise in the development 
of Southern Ireland’s neglected resources 
than for the application of Ulster’s ex- 
perience to the industrial problems of our 
common country ? 


A British Grenadier. 
General Sir George Higginson, who died 


V yesterday morning at the ripe age of one 


hundred years, was a figure who had 
become almost a national institution. As 
an officer of the Grenadiers, he received 
his commission from the great Duke of 
Wellington, and he served with brother 
officers who had fought at Waterloo and 
through the Peninsular War. Until yes- 
terday, therefore, British soldiers had 
among them one who could tell them, 
in the very language of the  pro- 
tagonists, of battles that have passed 
into history with Cannae and Marathon. 
His own chief active service wag seen in 
the Crimean War, and he toiled and 
suffered with the troops on wintry battle- 
fields, terrible to recall. War, as 
Higginson knew it, was largely a hand-to-

The sun shone brightly for long 
spells, and there was more than a whole 
week of continuous dryness, We cannot 
gainsay it. Nevertheless, it would have been 
agreeable, when we went shivering home 
after sallying forth in attire light enough 
to suit the brilliant sun, or fought through 
driving snow in the morning to return 
through dirty slush at night; or when, 
again, we battled with winds that raged 
at fifty, sixty and a hundred miles an 
hour, while slates flew like shrapnel and 
houses staggered, to be assured that we 
were assisting in the progress of the fairest 
January of the century. A cantankerous 
countryman, asked one morning whether 
it would be a good day, answered: ‘‘I do 
not know, but I will tell you this even- 
ing.” In like fashion, when next a friend 
remarks that a day of drenching rain is 
wet, we shall counsel him to wait until 
he can read the meteorological, report at 
the month’s end; and when he tells us, at 
the end of a perfect day, that all was 
splendid, we shall refrain from agrec- 
ment, pending scientific confirmation.

FIFTH ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 

The New Irish Salon’s fifth annual exhibi- 
tion of pictures was opened at Mills’s 
Hall, Merrion Row, Dublin, yesterday. Mr. 
J. Crampton Walker, by whom the exhibition 
has been organised and arranged, has got 
together a very fine collection of pictures, 
representative of the best work of modern 
ainters. Virtually all the best-known artists 
in Ireland are represented, and in addition 
there are some newcomers, including George 
K. Alexander, Lewis T. Gibb, J. W. Topham 
Vinall, A.R.C.A. (London), N.S.A.; R. J. 
Enracht Mooney, Miss Alice. M. Willway, 
A.R.W.A.' <A. J. Van’t Hoff and A. Van 
Anrooy are a couple of Dutch painters whose 
ictures will be certain to attract attention. 

he first-named has sent in a very striking 
study of “ Fishes”’ (No. 135), in which he 
conveys something of the glamour of sea life 
beneath the waves. 

Sir John Lavery is represented by a fine 
study, “ Villa or the Riviera’’ (No. 3), into 
which he has put. with realistic touch a 
good deal of the atmosphere of that sunlit 
land. The figure of the lady sitting in 
lazy content is delightful, There is fine. crafts- 
manship in the delicately firm treatment of 
the pillars through which one catches a 
welcome glimpse of the blue sea beyond. 
'“ A Connemara Peat Bog ” (213) and ‘* Moon- 
light, Kilkee’ are two fine examples of the 
work of Julius Olsson. The latter picture 
will be admired for its fine treatment of the 
moonlight on the choppy sea. The Conne- 
mara is a vivid piece of painting. It almost 
suggests that the painter had set the heath 
ablaze. 

As the collection contains over 250 works, 
it is impossible to go through the list and 
deal with the pictures seriatim. The general 
impression formed by the visitor was that 
the standard was in advance of last year. 
There was a greater variety in the selection 
of subjects, and it was a relief to find artists 
departin,, from hackneyed lines. The great 
number of flower studies—there are upwards 
of three dozen such pictures—suggests that 
painters are beginning to find in this field 
some of the attractions of the Victorian days—- 
not that one would like a complete reaction 
in that direction. Some of the flora] groups 
are very delicate in their treatment. ‘‘ Sweet 
Peas” (No. 43), by H. Davis Richter, is 
all aglow with colour. Mr. Crampton, Walker 
has produced a striking effect with his 
bouquet of “ Geraniums and Ageratums,’’ in 
which the scarlet and blue stand out against 
a black background. 

Mr, Dermod O’Brien shows a number of 

intings, outstanding among which is ‘ ‘lhe 

ig Market, Montreuil-sur-Mer,”’ a fine group 
study, very natural in its treatment. Near 
to it hangs a very fine work, ‘‘ The Kitchen 
Window ” (No. 208), by Leo Whelan. It is 
one of the best things that he has done. ‘The 
lighting of the interior has been wonderfully 
dealt with, and there is a meticulous atten- 
tion to detail. The girlish figure compels 
attention. Somehow the painting of ‘‘ The 
Little Orphan,”’ by the same artist, does not 
produce an equal feeling of satisfaction. A 
trio of Catalonian studies by Madame Odette 
Lepreyost is admirably suggestive of that 
sunny land, and the colour scheme is well 
handled, particularly in ‘‘A Local Feast in 
Catalonia ” (No. 336). 

Mr. H. Aaron Kernoff has an interesting 
group after the modern style which will 
secure attention. Near by is an arresting 
ei painting by Miss Mainie Jellett (No. 
134), in which the subject (a study of trees) 
brings out this painter’s fine conception of 
colour treatment. At the other end of the 
Salon are a couple of paintings by Mr. Cramp- 
ton Walker—‘‘In the Nightingale Country ”’ 
(174) and “ An August Evening ” (38): the 
treatment of the stacked corn and the soft 
lights are excellent. ‘‘ The Needles, Howth "’ 
(125) is a typical piece of work by Archibald 
McGoogan. ‘‘In the Cotswolds” (150) gives 
a fine idea of Mr. George E. Alexander’s 
óig. cr in water colours, T. L. Shoosmith 
will find many to admire his two water-colour 
studies, ‘‘The Teign ” (149) and “ Pevensey 
Castle ’’ (176). One must also mention the 
excellence of the etchings by Harold Whaley, 
of which “ The Bridge, Ballasalla’’ (152), is 
a particularly attractive example. 

very interesting collection of dolls by 
Kitty Evershed, representing eighteenth, 
nineteenth and _ twentieth century types; 
miniature paper birds, by Mrs. Dorothea 
Richardson; carved wooden figures of Irish 
peasantry, by Mrs. Caroline ‘Walker, and 
samples of beadcraft, by Mrs. Davis Richter, 
add to the attractions of the exhibition. 


OBITUARY. 
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SIR T. LEE BRADDELL., 

Sir Thomas de Moulton Lee Braddell died 
last night at Folkestone, where he resided. 
Sir Thomas, who was seventy years, had 
been Chief Judicial Commissioner of the 
Federated Malay States from 1912 to 1917, in 
which year he retired. He was the elder son 
of the late Thomas Braddell, C.M.G., 
F.R.G.S., of Raheengrany, Co. Wicklow. who 
had been Attorney-General of the Straits 
Settlements. Educated at Brighton College 
and at Worcester College, Oxford, he was 
called to the Bar at the Inner Temple in 
1879. He practised afterwards in the Straits 
Settlements, where he held the offices of 
Attorney-General and of Puisne Judge.

We regret to record the death, on last 
Monday night, at his residence, Ormsby 
House, Durrow, Leix, of Mr. Ernest F. C. 
Mercier, Peace Commissioner, aged 51. For 
many years the Mercier family has been 
associated with Durrow, being engaged in the 
milling industry.

INTERESTING EKHIBITION 
DUBLIN. % 

Yesterday afternoon the Palestine Life 
Exhibition was held in the Parochial Hall, 
Clyde road, Dublin. The Rev. W. Simpson, 
in welcoming Miss Hammond and Miss Hynes 
Smith, gave an account of the tour that these 
two ladies have just completed, which in- 
cluded eighteen exhibitions held all over 
Southern Ireland. 

Tate, in declaring the exhibition 
open, commended the admirable manner in 
which the daily life of Palestine was brought 
home to people here by the wonderful collec- 
tion of exhibits, costumes, models, and 
samples of arts and crafts which were on 
view yesterday.

THE KING'S SPEECH, 


69 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


Turspay Nicur. 

The Cabinet, at its, meeting to-morrow, 
will give its sanction to the final draft of 
the Speech from the Throne, and it then 
will be submitted to the King íor 
approval. The preparations for China, 
in all probability, will make a difference 
in the plans of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer for his Budget, but there is 
still a firm belief that there will he no 
addition to the income tax. These 
matters, however, find no place in the 
Speech. There will be an illusion in the 
Speech to China when the Government will 
take the opportunity of making it clear 
once again that the despatch of troops 
must not be looked upon as anything bu! 
a necessary precaution. This passage in 
the Speech will provide the Opposition 
with the requisite point for an amend 
ment in order that there may be a debate 
on the whole situation as soon as possible. 
All parties incline to this view, consider- 
ing that the more openly the situation is 


dealt with the better. 


A Chinese Bombshell. 


Another little bombshell reached London 
to-day when it became known that the 
Pekingese Government had dismissed $i) 
Francis Aglen, the Inspector-General of 
Chinese Maritime Customs, owing to his 
refusal to collect the surtaxes. It is pro 
bable that there is more in this action 
than meets the eye; for dismissal is an 
extreme step to take. By agreement nn 
1898 the Chinese Government undertook 
that the Inspector-General should be a 
British subject so long as British foreign 
trade predominated, so that, in the 
ordinary course of events, another Envglish 
man must succeed Sir Francis Aglen. Tt 
is uncertain whether there will be an 
official protest on the part of the Britis), 
Government at the dismissal of Sir 
Francis Aglen, but there has been very 
little time to discuss procedure, while the 
official intimation of the dismissal ‘has 
not” yet been received. The matter mas 
come before the Cabinet at its meeting 
to-morrow. but it is understood that there 
are considerable difficulties in dealing 
with the situation in a normal manner : 
for Sir Francis Agclen was faced with an 
awkward position in collecting the sur 
taxes without the consent of the Powers 
concerned. 


Hankow Negotiations. 


It was rumoured in diplomatic circles 
this afternoon that the negotiations taking 
place at Hankow between Mr. O’ Malley 
and Mr. Eugene Chen are in a very 
delicate state, and that it is possible that 
they may be broken off on the plea that 
nothing can be done while British troops 
are being sent to Shanghai. No official! 
news on this point has been received up 
to this evening, but, in view of the atti- 
tude assumed by the Chinese Northern 
Government at Peking, no surprise wil! 
be felt if the Southern Government decides 
to folly the example of its rival. Th. 
text offthe message from Dr. Wellington 
Koo was issued this evening pointing ou! 
that there were Chinese troops and police 
at Shanghai, but ignoring the fact that 
the same soldiers and police are threatene:| 
by the Cantonese forces, and that Peking 
is several hundred miles away. 


| Prepared for all Emergencies. 


The War Office has earned laurels 
during the past week by the wonderful! 
promptitude with which it secured the 
departure of troops for Shanghai, and | 
understand that -it is not allowing the 
prospect of a peaceful settlement to inte 
fere with the duty of being prepared for 
any emergency. Batteries of artillery are 
ready to move at a moment's notice if 
necessary. Officers who can talk Chinese 
are being earmarked for special duty in 
case of need, more particularly those who 
know Shanghai and its district. Many 
maps have been printed in English and 
Chinese, so that they can be used on the 
spot in consultation with natives if neces- 
sary. 


National Insurance. 


The Committee presided over by Lord 
Blanesburgh to examine the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Acts in order to ascertain 
if amendment was required will presen’ 
its report shortly. It is understood that 
the Committee has arrived at what will 
be almost a unanimous decision, and that 
the Government is likely to adopt its main 
recommendations and incorporate them in 
a bill without delay. The Government is 
anxious to transfer the whole question of 
unemployment insurance out of party 

olitics, in order that it may no longer 
be the shuttlecock of contending factions. 


Italy and the Sea. 


One of the outstanding features of the 
shipping world is the advance of Italy in 
regard to the construction and ownership 
of large motor vessels. Several have been 
completed, and, according to reports from 
Rome, it is intended to build two new 
ocean-going liners of 30,000 -tons, with a 
speed of 42 knots an hour. It is under- 
stood that orders actually have been placed 
for these two vessels, one of which will be 
built at Genoa. They have been designed 


by an engineer officer in the Italian Navy, | 


and will have four motor-driven propellers, 
two at each side of the ship, placed in a 
more forward position than that adopted 
on ships of conventional design.

HONG-KONG VIEW OF THE

HONG KONG, Feb. 1. 

Inquiries among merchants here regard- 
ping Sir Austen Chamberlain’s speech last 
Saturday on British policy towards China 
show that their view is that the Canton 
Government’s assurances, until they are 
implemented by concrete friendly acts, are 
inadequate.

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HIGGINSON 
DIES IN HIS l0isr YEAR. 


- In General Sir George Wentworth 
Alexander Higginson, who died yesterday 
morning at his residence, Gyldernscroft, 
Marlow-on-Thames, the Grenadier Guards 
have lost their oldest and their most de- 


military life had been associated with the 
Guards. The regiment was his pride, and 
every member of it held him in deserved 
affection. When men called him “ Father 
of the Grenadiers” they used no empty 
form of words; for they expressed that 
tender reverence with which a family 
regards its worthy head. And it was little 
wonder that they held him in such high 
esteem. His life, his service, and his fine 
example were as jewels in their regimental 
record. 

His father was that General George 
Higginson who, at Corunna, carried the 
King’s Colour of the Grenadiers; and 
when he himself, in 1845, came as a lad 
from Eton, it was from the Duke of 
Wellington’s own hand that he received 
his commission as Ensign in the Grenadier 
Guards Regiment. He was with the 
Guards in the Crimean War, where twice 
he was promoted for distinguished service 
and been presented to five British 
Sovereigns. 

A HAPPY LIFE. 

His was a full, a fruitful, and a fragrant 
life. Last June he celebrated his hundredth 
birthday anniversary, not as one who has 
outstayed his welcome while, but with 
“that which should accompany old age 
is . honour, love, obedience, troops of 
friends.” It is recorded of him that, as 


was undimmed, his figure was erect, and 
his heart fresh and buoyant. Longevity, 
indeed, ran in his family. His mother, 
Frances, daughter of the first Earl of 
Kilmorey, had passed her hundredth year 
when she diede in 1891. Sir George 
himself passed away in his sleep at four 

General Sir George Higginson's military 
career is\easily told. He served thirty- 
seven years in the Grenadier Guards, From 
1879 to 1884 he commanded the Brigade of 
Guards and the Home District, and from 
1888 to 1893 he was Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Tower of London. He was created 
K.C.B. in 1889, G.C.B. in 19034, and 
G.C.V.O. in 1922. He was a Knight of the 


Cross of the Crown of Italy. If the truth 
were known, however, it is likely that he 
thought much more of his Crimean medal, 
with four clasps, 
Order. 

General Higginson is said to have been 
the original of the mounted officer in Lady 
Butler’s painting of “The Roll Call.” 
Some four years ago he was guest of 
honour at a dinner in the House of Com- 
mons, and he then recalled that as a boy 
of eight years old he saw the burning of 
the Houses of Parliament. A favourite at 
Court, he was a striking figure at the 
garden parties of the present King and 
Queen, until two years ago; and he had 
been noted as a frequent guest at the 
parties given by Queen Victoria, King 
Edward, and the late Queen Alexandra. 


HIS CENTENARY CELEBRATED. 

When Sir George attained his hundredth 
birthday anniversary his old regiment 
honoured him at Windsor. The Duke of 
Connaught, Colonel of the Regiment, in the 
name of the First Guards’ Club, presented 
him with a birthday cheque, and said :— 
“We look upon you as a Guardsman, 
whose affection for the regiment cannot be 
equalled, and we, too, offer you our 
heartiest good wishes and our warmest 
affection.” 

Sir George’s reply was a mirror of the 
mar : 

““ Probably no compliment or expression of 
good wishes to an officer by his regiment 
such as it has been my happy lot to receive 
to-day has ever before been given. I will 
leave to the imagination of the younger ranks 
of the regiment—the first regiment of what 
I may venture to call now the first army in 
the world—what such a compliment means. 
I have been permitted by Almighty God to 
arrive at that time of life when intellectual 
powers as well as physical powers might be 
expected to fail, and thus render it not only 
difficult, but. well- nigh impossible for me to 
express the depth of feeling which this 
moment is stirring in my poor old heart.’’ 

This said, the veteran soldier bowed to 
the Duke of Connaught, thanked him as 
“ comrade and fraend,” and, still standing, 
shook hands with all the officers as they 
came ‘forward to salute him. Then the 
Grenadier Guards Comrades’ Association 
presented him with a basket of one 
hundred roses—one for each year that he 
had lived. 


THE LAST ACTIVE SCENE. 

It is only a few months ago since General 
Higginson’s last active interest in the 
Guards was manifest. The occasion was 
the unveiling of the Guards’ Memorial on 
the Horse Guards’ Parade. He still was 
upright and alert. The Prince of Wales 
conversed with him, and when the Duke of 
Connaught was unveiling the memorial he 


joined with his, so that the honour of the 
ceremony might be shared. Sir George 
stood throughout the long march past, and 
when he went to his carriage he was weak. 
His work was done, and so he returned 
home “ to wait in patience for the end.” 

Lady Higginson, who died in 1912, was 
the Hon. Florence, daughter of the first 
Lord Castletown of Upper Ossory.

This 
will involve a large amount of work, and 
several months must elapse before the 
company can make the payment. They 
do not anticipate, however, more than 14d. 
in the £ rebate. The dividend warrant 
announces that the rate of British incom- 
tax fixes 1jd. in the £ relief in respect of 
Dominion income tax which has been, or 
will be, allowed to the company. 

The second case of relief is that in con- 
nection with dividend No. 1 of the Con- 
solidated Diamond Mines of South-West 
Africa. This was paid twelve months ago, 
and the warrants were endorsed with a 
proviso as to the settlement of Dominion 
taxation. Shareholders have now been 
notified that, by reason of a settlement 
with the Commissioners of Inland Revenue 
under Section 27 of the 1920 Act, relief 
may be claimed at the rate of 2s.

725 DEATHS FROM 
INFLUENZA. 


INCREASE OF 250 IN A WEEK 


Deaths from influenza in Great Britain 
last week were 250 in excess of those of 
the previous seven days, 725 being - re- 
ported in London and the 105 great towns, 
according to the Ministry of Health state- 
ment issued last night. 

In the weeks ending January 8th and 
15th deaths from the disease numbered 173 
and 526 respectively, Of last week's 
victims 492 were in Greater London.

“TRADE DECLARES| 


WAR.” 
"| GOVERNMENT SEATS 
TO BE FOUGHT. 
—— 3 
PUBLICANS’ ELECTION 
PLANS. 
From Our Pousenice CORRESPONDENT. 


The publicans have declared war upon 
the Free State Government. Virtually 
evety licensed trader in South Dublin 
(City) attended a meeting on Monday night 
for the purpose of selecting candidates to 
contest the division at the general election. 

The causus belli is the Liquor Bill, 
which. will be introduced in the Dail on 
the 8th inst. 

“The Government has thrown down the 
gauntlet and we have pickd it up,. and 
mark my words that Mr. O’Higgins will 
have had enough of fighting when he has 
finished with us,” declared one of the 
leaders of the Licensed Vintners’ Associa- 
tion to me last night. 

My informant spok ubilantly of the 
enthusiasm and determination shown by 
Monday night’s meeting. Close on two 
hundred traders attended, and it was 
resolved that every atom of influence 
wielded hy the “trade’’ should be exerted 
against the present Government at the 
general election. 

The number of “trade” candidates has 
not yet been decided upon, but the work 
of organising voters is to be put in hands 
at once. An Organising Committee “for 
every district of the Dublin South City 
Division has been constituted. A meet- 
ing of the licensed traders for the North 
City Division will be held next week. 


THE BILL. 


Meanwhile, Mr. O’Higgins, undeterred 
by these activities, has been putting the 
final touches to the new Liquor Bill. I 
learned from him yesterday that it is 
It is 
his intention to ask for a first reading 
of the bill on Tuesday, 8th February, 
and he anticipates that it will have been 
passed through all its stages—in the Dail, 
at any rate, by the Easter recess. 

The bill is in three parts—one dealing 
with hours, another with endorsements, 
and the third with the reduction of 
licences. 

In attaching a life time to an endorse- 
ment the bill breaks new ground. To the 
first endorsement there will attach a life 
of five years, to the second a life of seven 
years, and to the third a life of ten years. 
Three “ life ”” endorsements in any one 
of these periods would automatically ex- 
tinguish the licence. The main idea 


undelying the “' life-time endorsement ” is | 


that at the end of the specified period, 
whether it be five, seven or ten years, 
the trader will have an opportunity of 
starting afresh with a clean licence. 


“ NO CONCESSION.” 


This the traders consider to be no con- 
cession. They argue that the fact that 
the endorsement attaches to the licence; 
and not to the trader, makes the concession 
valueless. The real point, of course, about 
which the storm has raged is that con- 
cerning automatic endorsement. 

“At the recent conference” the 
Minister said yesterday, “I told them 
that I would not—and I repeat it—go back 
to discretionary endorsement. Instead of 
appeal to the High Court I proposed to 
them an appeal to the Circuit Judge.” 

Thus if the trader whose licence had 
been endorsed were able to convince the 
Circuit Judge that the offence was of a 
purely technical character, the judge 
might hold that the particular offence 
would not be quotable in bar of renewal. 

This proposal does not commend itself 
to the “ “trade,” which holds that its 
members 
“elementary rights of citizenship.’’ There 
is no reason, it argues, why endorsement 
for a purely technical offence should not 
be decided at the District Justice’s dis- 
cretion. It also points to the heavy costs 
involved by appeal to the Circuit Judge. 
The “ trade’’ further holds that ‘‘ auto- 
matic endorsement’? for a technical 
offence, in effect, destroys the title of 
licensed premises, and renders them 
virtually unsaleable. No bank, it is 
asserted, would advance money on property 
of which the title might any day be 
destroyed by the commission of a technical 
offence upon the premises. 


REDUCTION OF LICENCES. 


. The third part of the bill contains the 
Minister’s proposals for the reduction of 
licences. The reduction will be a gradual 
process. 

The procedure proposed is that, before 
the District Justice, the Police Super- 
intendent shall be empowered to challenge 
a licence on the ground of redundancy. 
The matter may be taken to the Circuit 
Judge. Assuming that the Police Super- 
intendent’s challenge is upheld and the 
licence is declared extinct, the licence- 
holder will be compensated out of a 
compensation fund established by. the 
State in his particular District Court area. 

The amount of compensation paid must 
be made good by the remaining licence- 
holders in the area, who will be obliged 
to contribute to the local compensation 
fund, the payment—including licence duty 
—to be spread over a period of twenty 
years at 74 per cent. per annum, 

The inclusion of the twenty years’ duty 
on the extinct licence is meant, pre- 
sumably, to cover the loss that must other- 
wise be sustained by the Revenue. 

The amount of compensation in every 
case will be determined by a Board 
specially constituted for the purpose in 
accordance with the recommendations of 
the Liquor Commission.

AGREEMENT.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Conference of Ambassadors this 
morning, after a further hearing of 
General von Pawelsz and Herr Forster, 
the German delegates, agreed on the terms 
of a settlement of the question of the 
fortifications in East Prussia and else- 
where.

CAPTAIN WRIGHT'S 
REGRET.

The hearing of the action in which 
Captain Peter E. Wright claims damages 
for alleged libel against Viscount Glad- 
stone was continued yesterday before Mr. 
Justice Avory and a special jury in the 
King’s Bench Division, London. 

Viscount Gladstone resented certain 
references which Captain Wright made to 
his father in a book entitled * Portraits 
and Criticisms,’’ and, in a letter to the 
Secretary of the Bath Club, said that 
Captain Wright was “ a foul fellow.” 

Captain Wright was in the witness-box 
for the greater part of yesterday. At the 
close of his evidence, the Judge said that 


containing the alleged libel was written 
on a privileged occasion, but that did not 
say that there might have been circum- 
stances which deprived it of its privilege. 
Mr. N. Birkett, K.C., counsel for Lord 
Gladstone, suggested that the question of 


i malice should be left to the jury, and the 


Judge assented. Mr. Birkett indicated 


that to-day Lord Gladstone would go into 


the box, and Lord Malmesbury would be 
called to deny the story that he was 
alleged to have told Captain Wright about 
Mr. Gladstone’s detectives waiting outside 
the house of Madame Novikoff until four 
o'clock in the morning. 


MRS. LANGTRY’S TELEGRAM. 


When the case was resumed yesterday, 
Mr. Birkett, with Captain Wright’s con- 
sent, read a telegram which he had 
received from Monte Carlo. It was as 
follows :—‘‘ Strongly repudiate slanderous 
accusations by Peter Wright.—Lily 
Langtry.”’ 

Mr. Birkett, on rising to continue his 
cross-examination of Captain Wright, pro- 
duced Volume III. of Boswell’s “‘ Life of 
Johnson.” He referred to questions which 
he had previously put to Captain. Wright 
concerning a conversation with Lord 
Milner, in which the word “' seraglio ” was 
alleged to have been used, and asked him 
to note that Boswell wrote of Johnson: 
“ “He has sometimes suffered me to talk 
jocularly of his group of females, and call 
them his seraglios.’’ 

“Now it is quite clear,” 
Birkett, “that the use of the 
Boswell was a jocular use ?”’ 

Captain Wright—Yes. 

Mr. Birkett—Do you agree tha’ a man 
might use the word jocularly? Boswell 
might jest, but Milner did not. 

Do you agree that even a great literary 
artist might use the word in a jocular 
sense or in jest? Milner never jested in 
my hearing, although he was sometimes 
ironic and sarcastic 

I wanted to put the use of the word 
by Boswell to you for a particular reason, 
because the use of the word by Milner, 
according to you, was the best evidence 
you had? 

Yes, Milner clinched in my mind the 
opinion I had entertained about Gladstone 
ever since I was a young man. 

And you relied upon it? It clinched my 
opinion. 


MRS. O’SHEA’S LETTERS. 


Captain Wright was next questioned 
concerning his statement that Mr. Glad- 
stone connived at the relationship between 
Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea. He was handed 
two letters, stated to be originals, one 
from’ Mrs. O’Shea to Mr. Gladstone and 
one from Captain O'Shea to his wile. The 
latter was enclosed in the letter to Mr. 
Gladstone. 

At the request of Mr. Birkett, Captain 
Wright read extracts from the letters, 
which showed that Captain O'Shea was 
applying for an Under-Secretaryship. A 
telegram from O'Shea to his wife, dated 
September, 1882, and dealing with the 
same subject, was also produced for the 
inspection of Captain Wright. 

Mr. Birkett pointed out to Captain 
Wright that in the letter to Mrs. O'Shea 
from her husband, which was sent to Mr. 
Gladstone, she was addressed as “ My 
dearest wife,” and he concluded by sign- 
ing himself as “Your affectionate 
husband.”’ 

After Captain Wright had seen the 
letters, Mr. Birkett asked him whether, 
in view of those, he still thought that 
Mr. Gladstone connived at the illicit re- 
lationship between Parnell and. Mrs, 
O'Shea.

He com- 
miserated with the visi who had travelled 
to-.Cambridge by. traing-fot they had been 
confronted every half mile or so with adver- 
tisements of somebody's pills, That, he said, 
was conclusive proof that English cooking 
was the worst in the world, because most of 
the advertisements _ rel to corrective 
medicines. They heard great deal about 
art in advertising, but art and advertisi 
were contradictory terms, and could not wor 
hand-in-hand. 

** Advertising is merely prostitution in 
art, Mr. Leathem continued, “' its sole duty 
being to attract, arrest, and seduce all for 
profit.’ He deprecated the manner in which 
advertisements were spread all over modern 
magazines, so that the wretched reader could 
not escape them. Should he wish to follow 
an article to its finish, the reader must, per- 
force, read pages of advertisements in order 
to get through to it, only to find that the 
back page had been bought up by Bovril, 
Yadil, or the Mustard Club. (Laughter.) 
Advertisements gave. undue. powers to the 
Press, and bolstered up inferiority, 

FOR THE DEFENCE, 

Mr. William K. Hopkins, Auditor, College 
Historical Society, Dublin, in opposing the 
motion, femihded the House that advertising 
was not anything new, and that the speaker 
who had just sat down appeared to consider 
it as if it was degrading. 

In Mr. “Hupkins's: opinion, advertising 
wes the energetic peer of an im- 
ea lineage, descended from a long 
ine of ancestors, for the history of 
advertising was more. or less synonomous 
with the history of civilisation. It could 
be traced from. the earliest times—from the 
relics of ancient: Rome and Egypt. Pytha- 
goras was an advertiser, for he got his people 
to wear symbols when he founded his school. 
Diogenes, of.old time, and Bernard Shaw of 
to-day, had similar characteristics, in that 
they scorned the public opinion of their day. 
To draw attention “to it, Dan lived in a 
tub, and Shaw appeared in a bathing suit, 
and refused several thousand pounds. 
(Laughter.) Formerly a man impressed his 
personality ubón a woman by means of a 
club. Totlay”he asked her te “‘keep that 
school-gitl eemplexion.” (Laughter.) 

Advertising had come down to us from the 
i Hopkins, for 
kings, princes and nobles used it through the 
medium of heraldry, The fundamental idea 
of ‘advertising was an expression of an idea. 

The Association of Art and Publicity was 
not new. It was very old, and advertising 
might claim for itself many paintings which 
were already becoming old masters. It 
lowered the cost of living, and made news. 
papers possible. Tt was i necessity. New 
ideas and inventions would be unknown were 
it not for advertising. It was obvious that 
advertising could not all be bad. 

Mr, Hopkins thanked the proposer of the 
motion for his commiseration on railway adver- 
tising, but he personally had to thank posters 
for informing him every few miles how much 
further he had to go before he reached his 
journey’s end. The pen, he concluded, is 
mightier than the sword; lungs are mightier 
than either, and advertising is a science, 
which embraces the whole world in the bonds 
of a universal charity.

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INQUEST ON NINE VICTIMS. 

The fire at a small house in Adam street, 
Birmingham last month, when members of 
@ large family and a visitor were trap 
in an upper room, was further investigated 
by the City Coroner, Mr. Isaac Bradley, yes- 
terday. Since the formal opening of the 
inquest. the death roll hag increased to nine. 
It hád been hoped that Jane Pedley, the 
brave fifteen-year-old girl, who followed her 
father into the street, and returned to the 
blazing house to join the other victims, would 
survive. Until recently there seemed some 
prospect that she might pull through, but 
early on Sunday she died in hospitel from her 
injuries. Mr. Charles Pedley, whose home 
was the scene of the fire, has thus lost his 
wife and seven of his children. The other 
victim was Dora Barker, aged 15, who was 
temporarily ‘staying at the house. Thomas 
Pediey, aged eight, and his father, are the 
only, survivors: | 

The inquest. on Jane Pedley preceded the 
resumed inquest on the remaining victims. 

The Coroner read a. statement by the girl, 
Jane Pedley, in which she said—‘‘I saw 

ames coming up the house. -— The attic was 
full of smoke, and I wanted to jump through 
the. window, but my mother. pulled me back. 
downstairs either by jumping or by 
and into the street, and called up 
the Woods: (neighbours).

John Vincent. Poole, who obtained a 
ladder, but had to draw it away from the 
burnine house owing to the flames burning it 
through, ‘said that Pedley seemed to be fond 
of his children, but the girl Jane was incor- 
rigible. She would often stop out at night, 
and practically drove the man crazy. 

The Coroner recalled Pedley, and ques- 
tioned him regarding the alleged threats. 
Pedley said that he remembered no threat, 
and would not use such words as Mrs, Wood 
had mentioned in regard to bloodshed. 


FURTHER ALLEGATIONS. 


The witness Poole at this point said. that 
he wished to ask some questions, and alleged 
that this was the third fire in six months at 
Pedley’s house. The first, on August Bank 
Holiday, was when Mrs. Pedley threw out 
some bedclothes which were on fire through 
the window, and Pedley was in drink. “Ón 
the second occasion Jane ran screaming into 
the road in the early hours. about three 


months ago, and Pedley followed. her down. 


There was a fire then. 

Pedley, replying, said that he could not 
remember either occasion, hor did he remem- 
ber any previous fire. , i 

The Coroner said that he did not think 
that Poole need pursue the matter, though it 
was a proper subject. to bring out... i oe 

Referring next to various rumours and 
anonymous letters, the Coroner called James 
Meeson, who had previously given evidence. 
Meeson said that he had heard of no fire on 
August Bank Holiday, bunt later on a candle 
burnt itsalf out on a chair; that wes all. 
He had meritioned this to Poole. 

Poole, rising again, said that Meeson told 
him that the house was insured for £200 
against fire. 

Pedley, recalled, said that he was upaware 
of this until after the fire, and it seemed that 
o wife had insured the building unknown to 

im. 

The Coroner. said that there was no legal 
evidence of anything other than accident, and 
he should record a verdict of ‘‘ Accidental 
death ' in all cases: If other evidence turned 
up which might amount to anything like a 
charge it could be taken up by the police, 
hut on the evidence he found. that death was 
due to accidental causes in the first instance.

Replying to questions, Dr. Aveling said 
that the woman was believed to be too weak 
to do anything desperate, and was not 
specigily watched, She had never displayed 
any suicidal intentions, but she was always 
anxious to get away from the asylum.

TO THE RPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srx,—The editor of the Centenary Edition 
of Burns's Poems stated that it includes all 
of them, and the lines sent ta you by 
“H. P. CC.” are not among them, nor are 
they like Burns's writing, 

Ruskin = “For a Scotchman, next to 
the Bible, t is but one book—his native 
country ; a ene language-—his native 
tongue, the sweetest, richest, subtiegt, most 
musical of all dialets.* He calls Scott's 
novels ‘‘ models of every virtue in that order 
of literature and sxhoustive codes of Christian 
wisdom and ethies. 

Novel readers may like to be reminded 
of what novels Tennyson used to read, In 
the ' Memeir by His Son, ' page 750, it is 
said that “he would always talk of 
Thackeray's novels, ‘ Esmond,’ ‘ Pendennis,’ 
and ‘ The Newcomes,’ as being delicious: they 
are so mature. But now the days are so full 
of false sentiment that, as Thackeray said, one 
cannot draw a man as he should be.” He 
would read and re-read them aa well as 
Walter Scott’s and Miss Austen’s novels. 

His comments on Walter Seott and Miss 
Austen were: ‘‘ Scott is the most chivalrous 
literary figure of this century, and the author 
with widest range since Shakespeare. 
think ‘Old Mortality ' is his greatest novel. 
The realism and life-likeneas of Mias Auaten’s 
dramatie persone came tearest ta those of 
Shakespeare, Shakespeare, however, is a sun 
to which Jane Austen, though a bright and 
true little world, is but an asteroid.”’ Of 
“ Clarissa Harlowe " We would say: é I like 
those great s#il? books,’ and "I wish thera 
were a great novel in hundreds of volumes 
that I might go on and on; I hate some of 
your modern novels with numberiess 
characters thrust inte the first chapter and 
nothing but modern society talk; and alao 
those morbid and introspective tales, with their 
oceans of sham philosophy. ‘To read these 
last. is like wading through glue.” 

In respect of contemporary novels he had 
a very catholic taste. [Latterly he read 
Stevenson and George Meredith with great 
interest; also Walter Besant, Black, Hardy, 
Henry James, Marion Crawford, Anstey, 
Barrie, Blackmore, Conan Doyle, Miss 
Braddon, Mias Lawless, Ouida, Miss Brough- 
ton, Lady M Margaret Majendie, Hall Caine, 
and Shorthovse, He liked Edna Lyall’s 
fp Autobiography ef a Slander’ and the 
“ Geier- Wally,” by Wilhelmina von Hiern. 
and often gave his friends '' Surly Tim” to

BANKING AND CREDIT. 

TO THE ERITOR OF THR IRISH TIMES, 

Sin,—E wish to thank you fer Srewing 
public attention to the very important speec 
of the Chairman of the Midland Bank to a 
shareholders an the 28th ult. 

The gist of “Mr. MoKenna 's address was that 
the Ban} af England controls the quantity of 
money ós credit in cireylation; that the 
Government and the public are powerless to 
alter that quantity; and that the Bank was 
itself restricted hy an antiquated charter.

THE STRAND ROAD. CLONTARP. 
TO THE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—For some time past the question oí 
continuing the Clontarf.Sea road to Sutton 
and Hewth has often been under considera- 
tien. At present, as everyone knows, the See 
road ends a short distance from Dollymownt. 
so that the traveller for Howth is compelled 
to wheel up by Raheny lane to Raheny. 
leaving reluctantly the tram line te Howih 
continuing in the atvaight course from Dublin 
on an even and direct coast road. The ques- 
tion is; why eannot this direct and atraight 
coast road not be converted from a tram line 
inte a public road, on which. of course, the 
tram lines could be relaid? The Tramways 
Company, as owners of the road, could raise 

objection if their lines were put back on 
the new road. 

I write now about this matter owing ta the 
rapid development of Clontarf, Sution and 
Howth, with the large: increase in road traflic 
resulting in the public requiring the service 
of such a direct and level roadway, instead of 
the present tortuous road, which is decidedly 
dangerous starting from the Howth road, going 
hy Clontarf Bridge, and again winding round 
by Killester an turning again by Rabeny.

road, as there will be a saving of time in 
getting ta and from the city, and a great 
advantage to traders, with their numeroys
